East Quogue Man 
Ran Fake Car 
Insurance Company, 
DA Says

A n East Quogue man has been accused of being the 
ringleader of an alleged scheme to sell fraudulent 
car insurance to members of the East End Hispanic im- 
migrant community, Suffolk County prosecutors said. 

Eddy Belteton-Reyes, 45, was charged with scheme 
to defraud, criminal possession of a forged instrument, 
and grand larceny, all of which are felonies, and misde- 
meanor counts of petty larceny. Facing similar charges 
is 41-year-old Juan Carlos Zarate Rodriguez of River- 
head, who was one of five people arrested in the case. 

“These defendants were not only stealing thousands 
of dollars from residents, but leaving them unprotected 
by insurance,” said Suffolk County District Attorney 
Timothy D. Sini, noting that the scheme crossed state 
lines. “Because of this fraudulent scheme, we have po- 
tentially hundreds of Suffolk County residents on the 
roads who believe they have insurance coverage when 
in fact they do not.” 

Acting on a tip, Southampton Town Police launched 
the probe in 2019 into a fraudulent company called 
Protect Auto Insurance Company. The case grew into 
a joint investigation involving New York State police, 
Suffolk County police, investigators in Sini’s office, the 
U.S. Postal Inspection Service, and a half dozen other 
agencies that used wiretaps, aerial, and electronic sur- 
veillance. 

Martinez registered vehicles belonging to Suffolk 
residents in the state of Virginia and obtained Virginia 
license plates and registrations for the vehicles while 
Rodriguez assisted by altering New York State titles 
in order to obtain titles for the vehicles in Virginia, 
prosecutors said. Victim provided foreign passports, 
the vehicle’s title, and paid between $800 and $1,200 
up-front payment in order to receive the documents, 
authorities said. 

A purported representative of the fraudu- 
lent insurance company then contacted the 
victims to set up their accounts, with $80 
monthly premiums required to be paid 
in the form of cash, credit cards, PayPal, 
Zelle, gift cards or money orders, which 
were collected in person, according to in- 
vestigators. 

When victims were involved in a crash or 
other issue that required insurance, the sus- 
pects allegedly created excuses as to why the inci- 
dents were not covered, including claiming that the 
driver was at fault or that the insurance coverage was 
only available to Virginia residents, prosecutors said 

Two other Suffolk men and a woman from Virginia 
were also charged in the case. Belteton-Reyes and 
Rodriguez were released without bail after being ar- 
raigned Friday at Southampton Town Justice Court. 
Attorney information for the suspects was not imme- 
diately available.

Epstein Estate Executor from

A n accountant from Water Mill who is an 
executor of convicted pedophile Jeffrey 
Epstein’s $634 million estate has been accused 
of helping the late financier run an alleged in- 
ternational sex trafficking ring. 
Denise George, the U.S. Attorney for 
the Virgin Islands — where Epstein’s 
so-called Pedophile Island is located 
— filed papers February 10 in the 
Superior Court of the Virgin Islands 
naming Richard Kahn and Epstein 
estate co-executor Darren Indyke, an 
attorney who’s a fellow Long Islander, 
with being “indispensable captains” in 
the scheme. 
“My office has uncovered extensive evidence 
about the lengths that Epstein and his co- 
conspirators went to conceal and protect their 
long-running sex trafficking operation, and 
many other fraudulent actions,” said George, 
whose office first sued the estate last year. 
Epstein, a 66-year-old registered sex offend- 
er, killed himself in a Manhatan jail cell in 2019 
while awaiting trial on federal sex trafficking 
charges for allegedly abusing dozens of girls

over the years. Epstein’s many high-powered 
friends over the years have included former 
Presidents Donald Trump, Bill Clinton, and 
Prince Andrew. 

Kahn’s ties to Epstein go back years, nonprof- 
it records show. The accountant was listed as 
treasurer of The COUQ Foundation dating back 
to 2009 and as president of Gratitude America 
Ltd. since 2015, tax records show. Khan and 
his wife, Lisa, who also own an apartment on 
Manhattan’s Upper East Side, purchased their 
Water Mill home for $1.5 million in 2016, prop- 
erty records show. 

As for George’s new claims in her amended 
lawsuit against the estate, the 76-page com- 
plaint alleged Kahn and Indyke “knowingly 
facilitated” at least three “forced” marriages for 
Epstein’s victims to secure their immigration 
status “so that they could continue to be avail- 
able to Epstein for his abuse” before his death. 
The claims are likely to further slow disburse- 
ment of funds to Epstein’s victims. 

“Neither Mr. Indyke nor Mr. Kahn had any 
involvement in any misconduct by Mr. Epstein 
of any kind, at any time,” the lawyers said in 
a statement in which they “categorically reject 
the allegations of misconduct.”

he Shinnecock Indian Nation completed on Feb. 
- 11construction ofits second electronic billboard 

on the side of Sunrise Highway in Hampton Bays. 
Completion of the new billboard, which the tribe 
says will bring in advertising revenue to pay for com- 
munity programs, comes after the New York State 
Department of Transportation (DOT) issued a stop 


work order on the project, which has been the sub- 
ject of litigation since the first billboard was built in 
2019. 

“The DOT lacks authority over nation lands,” the 
Shinnecock has said of why it was refusing to stop 
construction on the billboard. A DOT spokesman 
had responded that the billboards are “jeopardizing 
eligibility for federal funding to maintain and renew 
this section of the highway.”

he Ladies’ Village Improve-

and still not getting the job — even 
when women are doing the hiring.” 

The criticism came after the 
group recently issued a statement 
announcing Kratoville’s hiring. 

“Russell’s background is tailor- 
made for the needs of LVIS,” the 
statement said, noting his experi- 
ence in media relations, finance, 
management, government, and 
involvement in nonprofit fundrais- 
ers. “In addition to his impressive 
resume, his East Hampton family connections go 
back to the early 1900s.” 

The group did not respond to a request for com- 
ment on the criticism.

or a year now, 
my wife and 

I have felt it too 

risky to go out of the 
house here in East 

Hampton very often. 

During this year, two more of our 
grandchildren were born. We have, at 
the request of our seven grown children 
who want us safe, seen these new chil- 
dren only briefly, masks up, for a few 
minutes at a time and mostly outdoors. 

But you know this story. You have 
your own. 

What you don’t know is that one of 
our children, just after New Year's, be- 
came insistent that we make vaccine 
reservations. We were eligible. A week 
later, I had to tell him I'd been online 
trying but could find nothing. 

A week after that, he called to say he'd 
gotten two for us. 

“January 22 at 6 p.m.,” he said. “Go- 
tham Health, Sydenham, at 264 West 
118th Street in Manhattan.” 

That was 110 miles from here. A trek. 
Well, we'd go. 

I didn’t ask how he‘ gotten these res- 
ervations, but I have since read about 
good young people in Queens who hit 
computer keys over and over to get 
reservations for total strangers, older 
people like us, who reach their website 
to request their help. I suspect that Ben 
hit the keyboard for us like that. 

This year has been particularly chal- 
lenging for my wife. In normal times, 
she is a very social person. I’ve rather 
enjoyed the time, though. I write and 
edit these stories every day. I have a 
book coming out in April. We Zoom a 
lot. The days fly by. 

I’ve also been doing a lot of reading 
about the history of this place. And I 
have come to appreciate how good it is 
that we are in the Hamptons. We have 
lived this year much like the early set- 
tlers did. An abundance of fresh veg- 
etables, grains, meat and fish are avail- 


able. We take forays out to get 
them, though not by horse as 
was done then. 

We also go on hikes. My wife 
loves to cook. And it’s just the 
two of us. There’s clams, lob- 
sters, potatoes, strawberries, 
corn, you know the drill. We 
both have lost weight during 
this year. She five pounds, me 
10. If all of civilization with 
its McDonald’s, Costco and 
7-Eleven stores were to col- 
lapse, we'd be okay, just as the 
settlers were. 

You know, when I was first 
brought out from the city to 
the Hamptons as a teenager 
by my parents in the 1950s, I 
met lots of local people here 
who had never in their whole 
lives been to New York City. I 
was astonished at this. Saw no 
reason to, they told me. Their 
parents never had been to the 
city either. 

Now, I expected that along 
the busy drive to the city, Id 
reacquaint myself with the 21st 
century, which, when you think 
about it, may have caused many of the 
current problems on this planet. 

As the date approached, I began to 
think of what things would be like after 
we got our shots. We'd see everybody. 
Do things. Go places. Feel safe. Maybe 
I'd see the present day through different 
eyes. 

Monday afternoon, January 21, my 
wife got a phone call. With just 24 
hours to go, we were cancelled. No vac- 
cine. But, they told her, they had a new 
appointment for us. Be there Monday, 
February 1 at 5:30 p.m. 

The news depressed me. I told my 
wife there was no reason to think we 
wouldn't be bumped the day before that 
date too. She suggested we try to stay on 
the bright side. Meanwhile, the country 
was in an uproar about a supposedly 
“stolen” election. Things were begin-

ning to get to me. 

As a result — and despite my wife’s 
request that I just leave things alone — 
I called the Sydenham Clinic the week 
before this new appointment. I told my 
wife I'd be polite. And I was. 

“We were bumped before,” I said. 
“T’m just hoping we won't have that hap- 
pen again.” 

“Well, we don’t have any vaccine on 
hand now, but we expect a delivery. It 
should be here for your appointment.” 

“If it comes in any time between now 


and then we'd be available to come in,” — 


I said. 

I thanked her very much. Told her to 
stay safe. And we hung up. 

We were in the kitchen eating break- 
fast. Not 10 minutes later, the phone 
rang again. It was her. I put it on speak- 
erphone. 

“How about today?” she asked. “It 


just arrived. Could you be here at 
3 p.m.?” 

My wife shook her head no. She 
had Zoom appointments later. I 
looked her square in the eyes. The 
no changed to yes. 

“We'll be there,” I said. 

To make sure we would be 
there on time, we agreed to leave 
the house at 11:30. There was so 
much to do. We had to prepare, if 
necessary, to stay overnight at our 
city apartment, which we hadn't 
seen in a year. That meant we had 
to pack. 

We were out of the house and on 
our way on schedule. We passed 
Walmart and Popeyes and Tar- 
get and Wendy's. We stopped at 
a minimart in Manorville and I 
went in and got bad-for-you potato 
chips and we stretched our legs. 

We arrived an hour early. A tent 
was set up on the front lawn of this 
small hospital. Nurses and doc- 
tors were there. We checked in, 
they said come on in and we'll give 
you the shots right now, and they 
did. 

Afterwards, they had us sit to 
see if we'd have a bad reaction. When 
there wasn’t any, we got lollipops. And 
an appointment for a second shot on 
February 21. 

On the way home, I got a call from 
Michaal, the daughter of Bob Schepps, 
the owner of Hampton Bagel on North 
Main Street. Bob’s a good hard-working 
man and a longtime friend. 

“I thought you would like to know 
that Bob died last week,” she said. 

I tried to comfort her. Bob was in his 
60s. 

“It was Covid,” she said. “He felt poor- 
ly, went home, went to the hospital and 
two days later, he passed on.” 

I asked if there was anything I could 
do. 

“We're hoping to reopen the store this 
week,” she said. “Perhaps you'd come.” | 

I would. And did.

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Black History Month 


A Cause for Reflection as East End at Crossroads

he past, present and future are 

colliding on the East End as the 
region marks its first Black History 
Month since racial justice protests 
triggered a national reckoning on in- 
equality last year. 

This year’s celebration of Black 
Americans’ contributions comes amid 
a flurry of local public hearings on how 
to enact New York State-mandated po- 
lice reforms in response to the murder 
of George Floyd, a Black man allegedly 
killed by a white Minneapolis police 
officer. The annual celebration also 
comes as the Plain Sight Project leads

the way in unearthing how widespread 
slavery was in the Hamptons dating 
back to Colonial times, not just in the 
South. And it comes as local officials 
and advocates are advancing efforts 
to establish two museums in South- 
ampton commemorating the role of 
historic Black figures from the area. 
“Most people don’t know that slavery 
was in Southampton until the 1830s,” 
Tom Edmonds, executive director at 
Southampton Historical Musuem, said 
during a recent lecture. 
Discrimination on the basis of skin 
color didn’t end with slavery, of course. 
Even since the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
outlawed discimination nationwide,

studies show Long Island remains one 
of the most racially segregated areas in 
America today. To combat persistent 
disparities, state lawmakers recently 
passed legislation to combat housing 
discrimination and last year Gov. An- 
drew Cuomo made Juneteenth a state- 
recognized holiday marking the end of 
slavery, among other measures. 

Local efforts to address the issues go 
even deeper. 


LOOKING BACK 


hile many believe that slavery 
was limited to Southern planta- 
tions from the nation’s founding in the 


1600s until the Emancipation Proc- 
lamation in 1865, experts are pulling 
back the curtain on the East End’s 
slave-owning past. 

The Plain Sight Project, a research 
initiative that launched in 2020, is on 
a mission to identify slaves and free 
Blacks, as well as locate and preserve 
burial grounds, habitations, and work 
sites in East Hampton’s historic dis- 
trict — and to create a template for 
other communities to follow suit. 

“The work that we're doing ... is 
to provide agency to this unknown 
population who were apart of this 
community from the very beginning, 


from its very founding,” said Donna-

marie Barnes, an archivist at Sylvester 
Manor Educational Farm — a former 
plantation on Shelter Island — and co- 
director of the project with David E. 
Rattray, the owner and editor of The 
East Hampton Star. 

Rattray said the project started in 
2017 when he and his staff uncovered 
documentation of early slaves in hard- 
bound volumes of early Town of East 
Hampton records. 

“We think that we identified maybe a 
third of the enslaved people who were 
ever here in East Hampton and the 
crazy thing about all of this and why 
we call it the Plain Sight Project is it 
really was that simple: It was opening 
the book to page 584 and there’s these 
names,” Rattray said during a lecture 
_ at The Arts Center at Duck Creek. 

Among the findings were that the 
earliest known reference to an en- 
slaved person in East Hampton was a 
child who died on Gardiner’s Island in 
1654, the first named reference to an 
enslaved person in East Hampton was 
a woman named Boose three years lat- 
er, and in 1676 a free Black man named 
John was allowed land for a house and 
garden. — 

Perhaps the most well-known inci- 
dent involving slavery on the East End 
came in 1839 — years after New York 
State outlawed the practice — when 
the infamous slave ship Amistad was 


seized by federal authorities off Mon-. 


tauk Point following a mutiny. Direc- 
tor Steven Spielberg of East Hampton 
was nominated for four Oscars for his 
1997 film about the uprising.

‘he most high profile attempt to 
4 address current-day racial injus- 
tices is the wave of public hearings 
that East End town and village police 
departments are holding after Cuomo 
ordered police to devise reforms ad- 
dressing discrimination or risk grant 
funding after Black Lives Matter 
protests nationwide, including in the 
Hamptons and on the North Fork. 

Southampton Town Superviros Jay 
Schneiderman said the hearings used 
the gather community input on pro- 
posed reforms are “to make sure bias 
and discrimination were not playing a 
part in the policing.” 

Some hearings and surveys are con- 
tinuing ahead of the April 1 deadline 
for law enforcement agencies to submit 
reform plans to the state. Southamp- 
ton Town Police were the first to issue 
their recommendations on Febru- 
ary 16 when the department released 

- its report suggesting the use of body 
cameras, among other measures. Lo-

funding to better train officers. 

“As a part of the reforms, we are all 
hoping Albany also creates funded 
training courses, certified by the state 
or by the federal government with 
which we can ensure officers have op- 
portunities to attend,” East Hampton 
Town Police Chief Michael Sarlo has 
said. 

Where the proposed reforms will 
lead is a story for another day. 


MOVING FORWARD 


he East End’s Black history is also 

its future thanks to a pair of proj- 

ects in the works to celebrate the com- 
munity’s historic contributions. 

The Southampton African American 

Museum is being developed in a build- 


ing known as The Barbershop, which 
was a local gathering place for area Af- 


rican Americans from the 1940s until . 


its closing. The Southampton Village 
Historic Preservation Board desig- 
nated the building as the village's first 
African American historic landmark a 
decade ago. 

“We want to share our contribu- 
tions to the world,” Brenda Simmons, 
executive director of the Southampton 
African American Museum, previ- 
ously told Dan’s Papers. The museum 
has been hosting virtual events and 
hopes. to open a physical gallery at a 
later date. It’s motto is to “treasure the 
past, tend to the present, transform 
the future.” 

And, after years of wrangling, local 
officials are finally making progress 


on rebuilding the historic home of 
Pyrrhus Concer, a free slave who was 
a whaling captain in the village. The 
end goal of the reconstruction team is 
not to simply rebuild as Concer’s home 
once was, but to expand the 19th cen- 
tury house into a museum dedicated 
to his legacy, his home’s architectural 
significance and his importance in 
Southampton and American history. 

“We are finalizing the plan, and we 
have a construction consultant now to 
help us with the pricing,” Southamp- 
ton Mayor Jesse Warren told Dan’s. “A 
big goal for 2021 is to really begin the 
construction of this project. It’s been a 
long time coming!”

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Former Carnegie Home Sold for $18 Million

historic home in the Village of Southampton, 
once owned by the Carnegie family, has found a 
buyer after three years on the market. 

The traditional house that has been well-doc- 
umented in magazines and its expansive 
property at 92 Coopers Neck Lane sold 
for $18.24 million in late November, 
county records recently revealed. The 
last ask was $23.5 million. 

“It is a special property in a spectac- 
ular location which just took the right 
buyer who understood what the house 
could be for their lifestyle and viewed 
the 4.5 acres as a blank canvas for creat- 
ing beautiful garden ‘rooms’ for their family to 
enjoy,” says Tim Davis of Cocoran, who had the listing. 

No word yet on who the new owners are, though 
Davis says they will embark on a renovation project. 
The deed was transferred into the name of a limited 
liability corporation called 9toCNL. 

Davis listed the 11-bedrooms, 12.5-bath house at 
$29.5 million 2017, though it had been on the mar- 
ket in 2015 for $37.5 million, according to Curbed-

Hamptons. 

The home was once a summer home for Judge 
Alonzo Castle Monson, a prominent New Yorker 
“who spared: no expense developing his beloved 
‘Mon Repos’”—which means “my place of rest” in 
French—on the then-17 acres in 1898, Davis said 
in the listing. The Dutch Colonial shingled 
“cottage” was surrounded by gardens, a 
putting green, tennis court, swimming 

pool and stables for his race horses. 
After his death, the Carnegie Fam- 
ily Trust purchased the estate in 

1904 and aptly renamed it “Carnegie 

House,” which they enjoyed for a half- 
century until 1952. It was then sold to 
another family, who kept it for another 40 

or so years, finally selling the house, prac- 
tically unaltered since 1898, and stable to the re- 
nowned interior designer Joanne de Guardiola and 
her husband Roberto in 1994. 

“The de Guardiola’s objective was to retain its 
Gilded Age magnificence but update it in every way 
for a modern family,” Davis explains. A major reno- 
vation created new electrical and plumbing systems, 
reconfigured the 25 rooms, but still managed to re- 


tain original details, such as the lush fir wood floors 
that were refinished. The porte cochére and covered 
front porch were also rebuilt. 

Among the highlights created was a dramatic new 
double height master bedroom suite with his and her 
marble baths, Sherle Wagner. faucets, walk-in clos- 
ets, two fireplaces, a sitting room and a third-floor 
terraced loft space looking to the ocean. 

The home has a modern eat-in kitchen, oversized 
30-foot butler’s pantry, a walk-in wine cellar, and 
three powder rooms were added. The carriage garage 
was converted into a movie theater with a two-bed- 
room guest apartment above with covered terrace. 

A new 50-foot gunite pool and tennis court were 
installed, and a three-car garage was built. 

As for the stable, a new covered breezeway with 
outdoor fireplace connect the house and barn. “The 
Jockey Club racing enthusiast’s stable with its heavy 
beams was relocated alongside the pool, its interior 
transformed into a fabulous party/recreation space,” 
Davis explained. “Partially removing the second 
floor hay loft created a new double-height great 
room. A bar, bathroom and upper loft exercise space 
was created, while new French doors opened it to 
pool and gardens.”

A s school starts to wind down and vaccine rates © 


increase, East End families are cautiously look- 
ing toward a summer of fun. Although we still don’t 
know what the summer will bring in terms of infec- 
tion rates or public health policies, here are some 
tips to make your summer as safe as possible... 


MASKS 

As we've learned, COVID is a virus which at- 
tacks the respiratory tract and is spread by droplets 
(a small amount of liquid produced by exhaling). 
These tiny droplets can become aerosolized and fly 
through the air, where they can be inhaled by others. 
The best way to protect yourself and those around 
you is to be vigilant about wearing masks...even if 
someone has been vaccinated! 

The best thing to do is to wear a cloth mask (either 
purchased or homemade, a good chance for some 
camp-inspired creativity) or a disposable mask (but 
save the N95 masks for your healthcare providers who 
have been properly fitted for them). Avoid masks with 
ventilation valves, as this can increase the spread of 
disease. The only way that a mask can protect anyone 
is to wear it correctly...this means masks should cover 
your mouth and nose at all times and fit snugly. Try 
not to touch your mask while wearing it, and wash 
your hands if you do! When you remove your mask, 
remove it by the ear loops or tie—don’t touch the front 


of the mask (where the germs are) or your face. Wash 
or sanitize your hands after taking off your mask, and 
make sure to launder your mask regularly. 


HAND WASHING—NOT GLOVES 

The Centers for Disease Control (CDC) recom- 
mends that gloves only be used for those caring for or 
cleaning up after those who are sick. It is not neces- 
sary (and may be more dangerous) for your kids to use 
gloves during summer fun, especially during camp 
activities, including eating and drinking. If your child 
is wearing gloves and touches their face, it may make 
things worse. Instead of gloves, remind them to wash 
or sanitize their hands frequently (with a product that 
is at least 60% alcohol). Make sure that their camp 
supplies include a liberal supply of hand sanitizer. You 
can make it fun by picking products of fun scents and 
colors. Washing your hands is one of the best ways to 
not only prevent COVID, but a whole host of other ill- 
nesses. 


SOCIAL DISTANCING 

This is still the most important way to keep yourself 
and your kids safe! Make sure that your kids’ camps 
are taking all reasonable precautions to limit large 
gatherings and plan more outdoor fun. When not 
at camp, continue to take precautions. When opting 
for outdoor dining venues, make sure the venue has 
spread-out tables and the staff are wearing masks. Be 
mindful of wearing masks in stores, following arrows 


in store aisles, and not crowding cash registers. If you 
are venturing out to beaches or parks, choose times 
that are less busy and keep your distance from others. 

Just because COVID is on everyone’s mind, there 
are also some non-COVID things to consider for the 
summer... 


ALLERGIES 

According to the CDC, food allergies are on the 
rise. About 6-8% of children have at least one food 
allergy and these can be serious. Symptoms of food 
allergies can include hives, itching, rashes, cough- 
ing, vomiting, lip swelling, and difficulty breathing. 
In short, food allergies can be life threatening for 
some children. If your child has a food allergy, make 
sure the camp staff understands exactly what trig- 
gers their symptoms, what their symptoms are, and 
how to manage an emergency. Equip your camper 
with the medications recommended by your doctor, 
including an epi-pen (an injectable rescue medica- 
tion for anaphylactic shock) if necessary. Remind 
your child to ask questions when offered new foods 
or treats, and be prepared to send special snacks for 
your day camper if the camp can’t accommodate 
special requests. If one of your child’s co-campers 
has an allergy, do your best to respect the rules and 
don’t send food that could be dangerous. 


LYME DISEASE 


Long Island is notorious for deer ticks that carry

Borrelia burgdorferi, the most common bacteria 
that cause Lyme disease, a tick-borne illness that 


can cause rash, joint pain, headaches, fever and ~ 


swollen lymph nodes, among other symptoms. If 
untreated, Lyme disease can also cause neurologic 
symptoms and cardiac damage. It’s important to 
minimize your child’s risk for tick bites and to iden- 
tify early signs of possible Lyme disease, which can 
be successfully treated with antibiotics. 

Whenever possible make sure your child wears a 
hat, long sleeves and long pants in heavily wooded 
areas. Encourage them to tuck their pants into their 
socks to further minimize exposed skin. Make sure 
your child is using insect repellent, with 20% DEET 
concentration, but avoid their hands, mouth and 
eyes. When hiking through brush and. woods, en- 
courage your children to stay on well-marked trails, 
which tend to have fewer heavily wooded areas. 

Once your child comes home after a long day, 
teach him or her to check themselves for ticks (or 
make sure their counselor at sleepaway camp en- 
courages this). In general, the shorter the time a tick 
is on your body, the less likely it is to cause disease. 
A deer tick is as small as the period on the end of 
a sentence and may be hard to see, but make sure 
everyone is looking. 

Finding a deer tick is not an automatic reason to 
Visit the infirmary or your pediatrician, but it is im- 
portant to stay vigilant. Symptoms of Lyme disease 
can appear up to a month after a tick bite. Remind 
your children to alert camp staff or you if they have 
fevers, feel achy or sick, have “swollen glands,” or a

sunburns significantly increases your risk for mela- 
noma (the deadliest form of skin cancer) later in life. 

The sun is at its peak intensity from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m., which is usually prime time at camp. Encour- 
age your children to wear wide-brimmed hats in 
the sun, as well as sunglasses with ultraviolet (UV) 
protection. It’s a chance for them to make a fashion 
statement, as well as a positive health choice! 

Sunscreen only works when it’s being used in the 
right amounts and at the right times. Start with an 
SPF of at least 15 and cover all areas of the body that 
aren't covered by clothing. It’s important to reapply 
sunscreen frequently—every two hours, especially if 
your child is swimming or sweating a lot in the heat. 
Even waterproof sunscreen must be reapplied. Ac- 
cording to the American Academy of Pediatrics, a 
young adult needs about one ounce of sunscreen per 
application.

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After an unprecedented year in East End real estate and more people than ever now living 
here year-round, what changes can we expect in the market going forward in 2021? 
We asked some of the top agents in the Hamptons and on the North Fork what they 

think will be the biggest differences and challenges for the year ahead. 


People are starting to have a very different 
relationship with the city and work. Before this 
year, you always had to work in the city to have 
work, but now so many companies have figured 
out that working from home has been very 
beneficial. Young professionals are reconsidering 
their priorities when it comes to what they are 
looking for in a home. We will become a much 
stronger first-home market creating more 
year-round communities and opportunities in 
education, technology and art. We are already 
seeing new galleries, stores, restaurants and 
pop-up shops this winter like we have never seen 
before. 


What we've seen in 2020 will likely continue. 
The biggest challenge is going to be inventory. 
Much of the inventory that had been on the 
market, some of it for many years, was absorbed 
last year with some of the closings still to come 
early this year. Both seasoned lookers and new 
people coming into the market are going to 
be challenged to find the houses they want, in 
the locations they want, at a price that works 
for them. Rentals again are off to a great start. 
That inventory is going to be challenging. Prices 
are up from past years and renters are moving 
forward rapidly to find houses. All that being 
said, as always, there will be opportunities for 
both buyers and renters if they are diligent 
enough to move quickly in making decisions. In 
2021, “he who hesitates is lost.” 


The market was on fire in 2020. People fled to 
find a refuge, more space and an environment 
to work and school from home. Further, record- 
low mortgage rates provided greater purchas- 
ing power. Dynamics that will make the market 
continue to be strong: 1) Pandemic. COVID 
pushed many to purchase sooner and demand 
was great in 2020. Lagging supply will keep 
prices and interest in properties going. Although 
the vaccine is on the horizon, we are anticipating 
a new normal in terms of how people live, work 
and entertain. We also expect people enjoying 
the Hamptons even more and trading up.

They have learned to work and school 
from home, are desirous of space and are buy- 
ing homes to fit their new lifestyle. 3) Construc- 
tion - We expect continued gains here and prices 
to increase.

An 
obvious challenge is limited inventory 
and a plethora of buyers. My guess 
is this will continue through 2021, 
given the uncertainty surrounding 
coronavirus and its various strains. 
Even with the vaccine it will take 
some time to return to normalcy. I 
believe there’s a new normal and the 
world will never be what it was pre- 
pandemic. Although the pandemic 
has brought horrific things, I can’t 
help but think it was time for change.

With the migration from urban 
centers and the inability to travel, the 
Hamptons home is now viewed as a 
sanctuary. A place to work and school 
remotely, while being able to enjoy 
nature, more space and freedom. 
More of a “co-primary” residence 
and as such the quality, size and 
amenities have taken on greater 
importance. There are now demands 
for: larger homes/compounds to ac- 
commodate extended family, homes 
with larger property, poo! houses 
used as gathering places deemed 
safer in COVID times, separate 
outbuildings to quarantine in. Before 
COVID, buyers did not experience 
urgency to purchase a home they 
deemed secondary. They were will- 
ing to wait and rent until the right 
fit came along.

Inventory! What I am seeing is a 
lack of inventory in certain areas, 
especially certain price points, so 
the seller's market we are currently 
experiencing, I believe, will most likely 
continue here in the Hamptons at 
least for the first half of the year. I 
am seeing many buyers out there 
right now—especially some that 
I know who have rented last year 
because of the pandemic—looking 
to acquire a new residence. Last 
year was definitely unprecedented, 
and business was through the roof 
with the amount of buyers we had 
here in the Hamptons that were 
fleeing the urban landscape. I expect 
that trend to continue. However, 

I believe this sense of urgency will 
slow at some point especially as the 
vaccine continues to roll out and 
take effect. Timing on that remains 
to be seen and what effects it will 
have with overall demand here in 
the Hamptons, only time will tell and 
what corrections and changes will 
follow in the marketplace.

COVID FLIGHT FUELS BUYERS’

his low inventory, high

Many seem 

drawn to both Greenwich, Conn., 

and Westchester County, where 
licensed associate broker Kori 

Sassower is the principal of The 

Kori Sassower Team at Compass. 

“Most of my millennial clients 
from the city are ones I have 
worked with before but moved 
up their timeframe to buy in the 
suburbs while in the Hamptons,” 
says Sassower, who is licensed in 
New York State and Connecticut. 
“They are finding out they like 
being in the suburbs and having 
more space. Buyer demand 
is very good for homes in 
Westchester and Greenwich right 
now. They are open to a few 
towns.” 

They are savvy buyers who 
sampled suburban living in their 
temporary housing and perhaps 
ready sooner than before to take 
the leap into suburban places 
and buy their forever homes. 

Sellers, meanwhile, are often 
empty nesters finishing up 
raising families and ready to exit 
the region for places with low 
taxes such as Florida, though 
some seem interested in either 
returning to New York City or 
living there for the first time as 
renters, Sassower says. 

She understands this unusual 
flurry and has been riding the 
wave for almost a year. For 
buyers and sellers, Sassower can 
broker and educate clients on 
both sides. Her business acumen 
comes from a career in ad sales 
but also making real estate a full-

time job she enjoys. 

Sassower says she understands 
what her clients want, is flexible 
and tech-sawvy. Another 
attribute that suits her in this 
industry is her adaptability. 

“Tt’s the fastest real estate 
market I have ever seen in 
eight years,” she says. “I get 
along with agents which is very 
important and I’m very relatable 
and I know my area well. I also 
have a lot of experience in new 
construction.” 

She handles residential and 
commercial and works with 
developers in Westchester and 
Connecticut, so she has expertise 
in new construction. 

“My clients are very well 
educated,” Sassower adds.

A Love Story That Spans

More Than a Centu 


hat is how Michael McKenzie 

described the home’s beginning 
in Meadowcroft: A Century of 
Elegance in the Hamptons, written 
in celebration of the Quiogue 
house’s centennial in 2004. In 
essence, the home has its own love 
story that still continues today. 

At the turn-of-the-century, 

Meadowcroft estate resembled 
an English country estate with a 
working 100-acre plus farm across 
the street. Today, the seven-acre 
holding on Quantuck Bay retains

that same feel, enduring as one of 
the most celebrated properties on 
the East End. 

The last remaining Long Island 
home designed by the noted 
architect and House & Garden (now 
HG) magazine founder Wilson Eyre 
is now on the market. The property 
was listed for $13 million in early 
January with Enzo Morabito of 
Douglas Elliman. 

The industrialist Theodore Eaton 
Conklin commissioned Eyre to build 
the Arts and Crafts-style house, for 
which he was known, in what was 
then a meadow in 1902. As the 


story has it, Conklin’s wife, Emma, 
felt he worked too much, but when 
he was out east, near the sea, he 
was present and ready for time 
spent with family. 

“The Conklins became true 
patrons of Eyre’s formidable art 
and neither patron nor artist 
waivered [sic] on the road to 
achieving aesthetic excellence 
with Meadowcroft, a masterpiece 
several years in the making,” wrote 
McKenzie. 

Louis Comfort Tiffany, an artist 
and designer best known for his 
stained glass work, was a friend 
of Conklins, and he created the 
lighting in the home. Tiffany used 
Conklin’s metal fabrications in 
brass and bronze for his famed 
lamps (His business was around 
the corner from T.E. Conklin Brass & 
Copper on Lafayette Street in lower 
Manhattan). The gated pillars, for 
instance, are topped by two stained 
glass and bronze lamps, handmade 
by Tiffany. 

“The Romance of Meadowcroft is 
an intoxicating vision, created as a 
duet between architect and original 
owners, and continues to captivate 
both its inhabitants and visitors 
with its presence. Meadowcroft has 
a gentile, lyrical and pastoral poetry 
to it, a cottage, if albeit a large one, 
whose allure is only furthered by 
its almost magical proximity to the 
sea.” 

Conklin and his wife wanted all 
seven bedrooms to face the ocean 
and they wanted the home to be 
divided into wings for separation. 

“Set to task, Eyre must have 
decided to enjoy the challenge, 
literally designing Meadowcroft 
as a classic his and her house, 
“McKenzie wrote. “The rooms to the 
East were ‘her’ rooms, centered on 
the kitchen and dining rooms, the 
rooms to the West were ‘his,’ the 
bar and billiard room, where the

drinking and smoking took place, 
those activities not welcomed 
elsewhere in the house.” 

Despite its size, at 9,000 square 
feet, Meadowcroft was “designed 
to function as a place to live and 
entertain, a memorable beach 
house with all the whistles and bells, 
not an imposing mansion made for 
power brokering.” 

The Conklin family has strong 
roots on the South Fork with 
Conklin’s grandson, Ted, who was 
born in the house, becoming the 
village mayor of Westhampton 
Beach. Today, many will recognize 
the name of his great grandson, 
also Ted Conklin, the owner of the 
American Hotel in Sag Harbor. Five 
generations of the Conklins enjoyed 
the house before selling it in 1989. 

In the summer of 2000, as the 
story goes, Lynn Krominga, a former 
general counsel to Revion, was 
boating in the Quantuck Bay with 
her husband, Amnon Shiboleth, 
an international lawyer, when she 
became enamored by the home. 
He quietly found out the house was 
available. 

“The truth is, though, I bought it 
for Lynn,” he said in the book. “She 
was in love with the house from the 


moment she saw it and I am in love 
with her so I wanted her to have 
it...” he said in the book. 

They began a $2 million 
renovation in 2004, according to 
The New York Times. Now an eight- 
bedroom and seven-and-a-half 
bath home, it has retained many 
of its original details that set this 
estate apart from others across the 
East End. 

Among them are Tiffany lamps 
and sconces. Today, an iron gate 
leads to a long driveway lined with 
hedges and 100-plus-year-old 
rhododendrons. The house with 
its white uneven exterior — not 
stucco wrote McKenzie, but rather 
a mixture of plaster and white 
sand that was then beaten with 
bayberry bushes — has a red clay 
roof made with terracotta tiles that 
were imported from France. Arched 
double-doors lead to an impressive 
entry with an old-world feel with 
wood-paneled walls. 

The home still features original 
woodwork, hardware and other 
special details such as the original 
1904-engraved door knocker and 
the original double-swing carriage 
doors, Morabito’s team says. There 
are also a number of bespoke

fireplaces. 

Other features include a brick- 
ceilinged basement, a movie 
screening room, a billiards room 
— there’s even an outdoor billiards 
table — a gym, and staff quarters 
with a separate entrance. 

There is also an oversized 
swimming pool that overlooks the 
bay, a dock, and a small cottage and 
accessory buildings.

Franklin Report #1.

A: we approach the anniversary 
of the COVID-19 arrival in New 
York and the subsequent shutdown, 
it is no surprise that one area of the 
home that rose in importance was 
the workout room. 

The pandemic forced gyms to 
shutter for months, causing people 
to either find new ways to exercise 
at home or pack on the pounds 
(The COVID-15 is real!). While 
realtors worked over time in 2020 
to find people fleeing New York City 
for the Hamptons, one of the most 
requested amenities on buyers’ 
wish lists has been personal space 
to workout. 

“One of the not so surprising 
phenomena of COVID-19 is the 
resurgence of home gyms,” says 
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A light-filled workout space at a house listed at $15.95 million with Town & Country Real Estate. 


Gary DePersia of The Corcoran 
Group, one of the top brokers 
dealing in luxury real estate on the 
South Fork. 

The popularity of home gym 
technology, such as the Peloton, 
has made it easier than ever for 
heart-pumping exercise routines, 
but few Hamptons homeowners 
settle for sweaty spin classes in 
their living room. They want well- 
appointed, dedicated spaces with 
room for their equipment of choice, 
not to mention large flat-screen 
televisions and mirrors. 

“When gyms closed in March, 
many who counted themselves 
avid gym-goers scrambled to either 
improve their existing home gyms 
or create new ones from scratch, 
which is what I did myself,” he 
explains. “I couldn’t imagine a 


world where I didn’t work out 
most days so within several 
weeks I transformed my garage 
into my own personal GDP Gym 
Corp, with everything I needed to 
continue my workouts unabated, 
eventually adding a 60-inch TV, 
Sonos [wireless sound system] 
and a through the wall heat/ air 
conditioning unit.” 

“And I’ve seen many people do 
the same thing,” he continues. “This 
past spring one of the first things 
one of my buyers did, in April when 
he closed, was turn one of his two 
garages into a sensational gym. But 
there were so many such stories 
that it created a huge void within 
the home gym industry that is just 
catching up today.” 

Noted mid-century architect 
Alfred Scheffer designed the 


recently renovated the three- 
bedroom, two-and-a-half bath 
guest house at 26 Windmill Lane in 
East Hampton so that there was a 
designated place to get a workout 
in. 


And even with the arrival of the 
COVID-19 vaccines and reopening 
of gyms, home-based workouts 
don’t appear to be going away. 
According to a RunRepeat survey, 
“home fitness is growing explosively 
amongst active Americans and 
gym members.” The three fastest- 
growing trends going into 2021 
were at-home fitness equipment, 
which was up 49.6%, personal 
trainers/nutritionists, up 47.5%, 
and online fitness courses, classes 
and subscriptions, up 16.8%. 

“At-home fitness equipment is 
the second most popular trend with 
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Clockwise, a garage was converted to a home gym in East Hampton, while a new ulta-modern home in Wainscott features an expansive gym, augmented by a spa 


bath with steam and sauna. 


16.7% of adults seeing it as their 
best way to stay fit,” the report 
states, in comparison to the 8.2% 
of adults that chose gyms. 

It’s no wonder that home 
gyms are such an integral part of 
new builds. At the ulta-modern 
oceanfront home at 115 Beach 
Lane in Wainscott, listed with 
DePerisa for $49.5 million, the 
expansive gym will likely get the 
most use. It is an inviting space 
with a wall of glass that any gym 
junkie will covet. 

“The western ‘pavilion’ is a two- 
tiered compilation of five-bedroom 


suites, a recreational room, pool 
bath and a four-car garage,” the 
listing states. “A separate staircase 
descends to an expansive gym 
looking out to the grounds and 
augmented by [a] spa bath with 
steam and sauna.” 

It’s not just buyers who are 
demanding home gyms. “In fact, 
it’s become one of the most 
sought- after amenities in rentals 
as well,” DePersia says. 

Judi Desiderio, the CEO of Town 
& Country Real Estate, agrees, 
noting that it is practically a 
necessity given the sudden change 


in lifestyle brought on by the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

“Home gyms are a must have 
for those buying and working and 
schooling remotely,” she says. 
“Staying active when confined 
to home is mandatory for one’s 
physical mental and emotional well- 
being.” 

Gone are the days when a few 
dumbbells and a flimsy piece of “As 
Seen on TV” gym equipment are 
shoved into a dark corner. 

“No more basements with no 
doors and windows,” Desiderio 
says. “The best home gyms have 


plenty of natural light, large enough 
for two people comfortably and 
private adjacent rooms for massage 
acupuncture or other wellness 
treatments.” 

The home gym at 675 Paul’s 
Lane in Bridgehampton — listed at 
$15.95 million with Town & Country 
— checks all the boxes. Located on 
the second floor, it is prominently on 
display as vitally part of the home 
behind two glass doors. A slanted 
glass ceiling makes it one of the 
most light-filled spaces in the home. 

With home gyms like these, who 
wouldn't want to get fit?

They 
say they believe a well-organized 
space not only makes for a more 
peaceful environment but a more 
efficient one. 

They usually begin with a 
complimentary consultation, 
either virtually or in person, where 
they listen to the client’s needs 
and concerns. Then, they create 
a custom organizing system and 
await the client’s approval. They 
will either shop for the client or send 
them the links for any organizing 
supplies needed. Then the fun stuff 
begins — the hard work, that is — 
and leaving the client with a newly 
structured space. 

What may be fun for them can 
be upsetting for the client. Giving 
up possessions is difficult. Their 
clients mostly struggle with bidding 
farewell to items that belonged 
to parents or grandparents and 
discarding what children left behind 
before leaving the nest, they say. 

“Clients often feel guilty about 
letting go of those items that 
they don’t want or like but are 
connected to a person who is not 
around anymore,” Ahrens says. “We 
help them to understand there is 
nothing wrong about letting go 
of those items, that their legacy 
remains intact in their memory, not 
in something material.” 

Giving up luxury brand items, like 
designer bags and clothes, also 
tends to be difficult. 

“Our clients often feel that they 
have to keep them, even if they will 
sit in a closet forever,” she explains.

well as nonprofits. They encourage

“Most ofd the time people feel 
better knowing someone else will 
use it. We help them with that 
process, grieving their belongings,” 
says Ahrens. 

“People sometimes don’t even 
know that this service exists or that 
they need it,” Cruz says. Once they 
do, it can be life-changing, she says. 
“They discover little by little places 
in their home that need a system to 
function and to look better.”

are pantries and playrooms, 
especially those that are doubling 
as spaces for homeschooling. 


“Especially here in the Hamptons, 


because a lot of people have their 
summer houses and their pantries 
were not prepared to be used 

for more than for the summer 
weekends,” Ahrens says. “All the 
people went to Costco when things 
were really bad in March [and 
now] because their pantries are 
overflowing.” 

Basements, closets and 
mudrooms — three spaces that 
become catch-alls — are also the 
focus of a lot of their clients. The 


organizers will look to use what the 
clients have on hand already. 

“Sometimes we go to someone’s 
house and they have a lot of 
baskets and bins which is great,” 
Cruz says. 

Their business is not just about 
coming in and organizing clutter 
you can see, but also digitally 
organization too. 

They also work with moving — 
plenty of which has gone on during 
the pandemic when people gave up 
their pieds-d-terre. 

“When people move into their 
new house it’s really nice to have 
everything in their place already,” 
says Ahrens. 

They prefer to work with people 
before the movers arrive, however. 
It is more cost-effective to downsize 
before a move, that way everything 
that arrives at the new house is 
what you actually need, they say. 

Professional Organizers of The 
Hamptons charges $280 for the 
first three hours, then $80 for both 
ladies each additional hour. 

“We always go in teams of two,” 
Ahrens says. “We work faster, and 
when you work inside people’s 
homes it is good to be out of their 
way as fast as possible, especially 
if you’re working in areas of 
the house that need to be used 
frequently like kitchen, bathrooms...” 

Also, “Four eyes sees more than 
two,” Cruz says.

So, directly after graduating I opened my 
gallery Taxter & Spengemann with Pascal Spenge- 
mann in the front room of my apartment on West 
22nd Street between 10th and 11th avenues in Chel- 
sea. Over our 9-year run we moved and expanded 
four times, as well as evolved the scope of our pro- 
gram. When the gallery closed, I was ready to step 
away from the demands of commercial galleries and 
finally meet the challenges of institutional work. I

was independent from 2011-2013, organized several 
projects and a publication, and eventually landed at 
the Jewish Museum. 


What excites you most about working at the 
Parrish Art Museum? 

The Parrish has everything in place—an incred- 
ible building, grounds, collection, staff and board, 
and audience—to be a world class institution in a 
world class destination. 


What are some of your favorite career ac- 
complishments so far? 

Every step in my varied career has been meaning- 
ful and lead me to this point. Most of all, I love to 
work with artists. There is nothing more intriguing 
or satisfying to me than getting inside someone’s 
head and helping them articulate why they do what 
they do and what we can learn from it. Being able to 
present an artist’s work and vision is a privilege, a 
challenge, and great pleasure. 


How do you plan to go provide Hamp- 
tonites with year-round arts and enrich- 
ment? 

The Parrish has been and will continue to be a cul- 
tural and educational center on the East End. I will 
work to ensure that everyone who lives in the com- 
munity and beyond feels welcomed by the Museum 
and sees themselves reflected in the work we do and 
the stories we tell.

ane Hartley has a 

background in both 
graphic design and fine 
art, taking inspiration 
from the “Old Masters.”

What was the inspiration for this piece? 

A few years back, I stumbled across something 
about knots that caught my attention. After a bit of 
research and realizing that the subject is immense 
and complicated, I decided to lighten it up and have 
fun with it. That led me to create the KNOT SERIES, 
which is based on a play on words. I have found that 
it’s a visual gift that just keeps giving me ideas. 


Talk about your art style 

I trained learning the methods used by the “old 
masters” in a traditional classical realistic style. So 
my style is definitely realistic, regardless of subject. 
And almost always my paintings have stories. Re- 
cently I did tap into my graphic design background 
and create a small series of what I referred to as 
“graphic abstracts,” which was fun, but a complete 
departure from my normal style. It’s nice to experi- 
ment once in a while and push some boundaries, but 
I think the realism will always be there. 


Tell us about your artistic process. 
I start out with rough sketches of ideas and com-

positions. That’s followed up by a hunt for props to 
arrange in a set up - which may take quite a while. 
This is usually the time when the painting’s “story” 
develops. I sometimes take photos at different stages 
to look for aspects I may want to change. Once I de- 
termine the scale I start a drawing to size that I can 
transfer to my surface. Then it’s on to painting where 
anything can happen. 


If you weren’t an artist what would you be 
doing? 


It makes me nervous just thinking about it. 


What inspires you the most? 

I have a curious and imaginative mind that can 
take me in a lot of directions, so I can’t say there is 
one thing that inspires me the most. I do have a very 
long list of ideas I'd like to paint though.

New Disset Chocolate Is So This Season

he East End got a little bit sweeter this winter 
when Disset Chocolate opened its vir- 
tual doors. Based on the North Fork, the 
newly founded artisanal small batch 
chocolate company is helmed by Ur- 
sula XVII, a Michelin-trained pastry 
chef and chocolatier who has envi- 
sioned a unique business model akin 
to the seasonal runway looks at New 
York Fashion Week. 

A New York City native of Catalan heri- 
tage, Ursula was trained in the art of sweets 
at The French Pastry School in Chicago, at Michael 
White’s Michelin-starred Ai Fiori and under Eu- 
ropean masters Albert Adria, Oriol Balaguer and 
Jordi Ferrer. She then headed the pastry team at 
Spain’s Ca LEnric, acted as assistant pastry chef at 
New York’s Mohonk Mountain House and, finally, 
found herself working alongside local legend Claudia 
Fleming at the North Fork Table & Inn. And it was 
Fleming who urged Ursula to take the leap that she 
had long dreamed of taking. 

“She knew that chocolate was my passion and 
specialty, and she was one of the first people to push 
me in the direction of doing this more than on the 
side, that way I could do more custom work, private 
events and things like that. So it was serendipitous 
that it happened here,” Ursula says. “There’s just this 
call to the North Fork that really reminds me of the 
Barcelona feel with the vineyards, the water and the 
wind... Then bring that all together with the spirit of 
the North Fork—the collaborations, how people sup- 
port each other, the ingredients, the products, the 
farm life, everything that grows and comes out of 
the cultivation and the culture of the North Fork al- 
most embodied everything I had learned and taken 
from all my experiences.” 

For the name of her brand, Ursula chose Disset, 
the Catalan word for 17, her middle name (XVII). 
And for her debut Signature Collection, she has cu- 
rated four, nine and 17-piece assortments made from 
the finest Valhrona chocolate and all-natural ingre- 
dients. The $17 four-piece box of decadent bonbons 
features banana walnut bread, lemon meringue, 
raspberry black sesame and mint flavors. The $34 
nine-piece assortment adds hazelnut, coconut al- 
mond and apple cider cookie, and the $59 17-piece 
box offers a mix of all flavors. 

“Banana walnut is one of my favorite bonbons that 
I’ve ever created. It sounds very simple but there’s 
something about it, to me, that reminds me of when 
I first started baking before I knew this would be a 

. career,” Ursula says, noting that despite how special 
it is to her, it and all the other winter 2021 flavors 
will disappear come summertime. 

“This is really where my dream is coming true in 


the sense that we all love Valentine’s Day and allthe _ 


holidays but those come and go, and I really wanted 
to curate a business model that reflected how I envi- 
sion chocolate,” she says. “The way we're presenting

it is almost like a fashion line, so we'll be curating 
two boxes a year, and all the flavors seen in every 
box will be retired. We'll never see them again, un- 
less somebody really loves one and wants to custom 
order a bonbon they remember from the past. It 
keeps me on my toes creatively. These are the ones 
that are a long time coming, that are special and true 
to me, so this signature collection will always be a 
big representation of what I might be going through 
that year, what I’m influenced by that year, what’s 
going on in the world that year, so I’m definitely very 
excited about that one.” 

In addition to the biannual Signature Collection, 
Disset Chocolate will offer limited-edition holiday 
collections for Valentine’s Day, Easter, Mother’s 
Day, Christmas and other special days.

While Ursula is hoping to venture into a brick-and- 
mortar storefront in the near future, for the time be- 
ing, chocolate lovers can find Disset Chocolate at pop- 
ups throughout the season, as well as online, where 
nationwide shipping and Wednesday North Fork de- 
livery, Orient to Riverhead, are offered. Shipping or- 
ders are sent out on Mondays to ensure that chocolates 
are delivered quickly and that customers get the full 
freshness and flavor packed into each bonbon. 

“Hearing back from people that it’s amazing—all 
this feedback and support that we’ve been seeing— 
is humbling, not just rewarding,” Ursula says. “It’s 
touching to see in a year like this that people will go 
out of their comfort zone and support a brand-new 
brand.”

Her Ellen Hermanson Foundation’s 
‘Tickled Pink’ Benefit Offers Laughs

hen Julie Ratner asks the 

crowd at an Ellen Hermanson 
Foundation fundraiser to “raise your 
hand if you, or someone you know, 
has been affected by breast cancer,” a 
sea of hands always goes up—an acute 
reminder that while the treatments for 
breast cancer have improved in this 
country, the statistics remain: one in 
eight women will be diagnosed with 
breast cancer in their lifetime. 

To that end, the Ellen Hermanson 
Foundation (EHF) has been funding 
programs offering access to breast 
health care and wellness to women 
on the East End for over 25 years. 
Founded by Ratner, in honor of her 
sister, Ellen (who passed away in 1995 
at the age of 42—six years after a di- 
agnosis of Stage 4 metastatic breast 
cancer), the EHF, along with Ellen 
Hermanson Breast Center at Stony 
Brook Southampton Hospital, serves 
a great need on the East. The breast 
center in Southampton (with satellite 
diagnostic services in East Hampton 
and Hampton Bays) provides a wide 
range of state-of-the-art breast health 
services. “No person is turned away 
for lack of funds,” emphasizes Ratner. 

Ellen’s Run, Ellen’s Well—a program 
that provides psycho-social support to 
breast and gynecological cancer—and 
the winter and summer EHF benefits 
have become mainstays in a commu- 
nity of supporters Ratner describes as 
“incredibly diverse and kind-hearted.” 

We caught up with Julie Ratner as 
she was preparing for the EHF’s win- 
ter “Tickled Pink” benefit, on March 6 
at 6 p.m. The fundraiser, a “virtual va- 
riety show” of comedy and magic, will 
honor community heroes, salute the 
“Women of the East End Media” and 
fund programs at The Center, OLA of 
Eastern Long Island, The Retreat and 
the Shinnecock Health Clinic. 


This year’s Tickled Pink Winter 
Benefit will be a little different. 
What can we expect on March 6? 
Last February, our Tickled Pink 
event with comedian Jessica Kirson 
raised the roof—she was so funny, 


people were screaming with laughter, 
and it was really one of our best events. 
After the success of our virtual sum- 
mer benefit, our producer, Christiane 
Arbesu, suggested a virtual variety 
show, and with our Executive Direc- 
tor Anne Gomberg, we have a program 
honoring local heroes and a roster of 
performers hosted by comedian Mi- 
chele Balan, who was a finalist on Last 
Comic Standing. 

I think it will really move along and 
be funny and interesting. We have 
so many dynamic women out here 
who work in the media—and we are

Papers].

Early detection, as we know, is still the 
best protection. 


How do you feel when you look 
back at how much the Ellen Her- 
manson Foundation has grown? 
I didn’t know how full my life would 
become by doing this and how many 
extraordinary people and friends I 
would meet. Susie Roden is an amaz- 
ing partner, I’m grateful to Vivian Sha- 
piro who prompted the original Ellen’s 
Run, Bob Chaloner who approached us 
in 2008 about establishing a real facil- 
ity in my sister’s name at the hospital, 
the band of dedicated women volun- 
teers who make this ‘little engine that 
could’ happen, our generous sponsors,
